The Exchange Memberships. 
St. Lours, November 24, 1883. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The article in your last Saturday’s edition signed 
“Director,” wasin part, at least, virtually the 
saine as the report of the Committee on Member- 
ships.. From the directory standpoint, however 
he deprecates further discussion of the member- 
ship question. Very properly, he opposes the life 
insurance plan, which would simply convert our 
Exchange into a grave-yard. He justly says, the 
plan lately proposed was the best that could be 
devised. It was only defeated by misunderstand- 
ing as to its scope. The committee that framed 
the rule referrea to, of which | was a member, 
wasa unit on three distinct points. First, to 
avoia ingrafting thereon anything of the life in- 
surance principle; second, not to increase the an- 
nual assessment of members, and, third, to leave 
the reserve fund as it then stood intact, using 
only the interest on the reserve fund and surplus 
revenue to create a sinking fund with which to 
redeem surplus certificates. ‘‘Director” fails to 
disciose the fact that the directors determined, if 
in their power, threugh parliamentary tactics or 
otherwise, to defeatin the board any rule that 
might be offered for the relief of members, but he 
does disclose the fact that the directory influence 
bas arrayed itself against ‘the members on this 
question. lt isa fair pruposition that if the mem- 
bers of this exchange are competent to elect a 
directory, they are also compeient to instruct 
them as to their Wishesion this as well as other 
watiers. 

The issue now presented is to stop the increase 
of the reserve fund, sufficiently large for all pur- 
poses, either by creating a sinking lund, as pro- 
posed, or by reducing tie annual assessment to 
tne actual requirements of the Exchange. The 
plan proposed seems to have been entirely mis- 
understood by the majority af the time it was voted 
on, It was simply this: To use our surplus reve- 
nue, now some thirty to forty thousand doliars 
per anuum, to create a sinking fund to redeem 
surplus memberships with. Tue directory were 
authorized at their discreiion to buy them but 
not tou pay over $500 uniil the fund had grown to 
$50,000, When they couid pay, if thought advisable, 
$1,000 each, aud when tne fund had grown to 
$10v,000 Lbhev Could (hen pay not to exceed $2,500 
each for them Utbought advisable. When tue 
membership was reduced Lo $3,000, the scheme ex- 
pired, and the surplus fund and any balauce thea 
reimuining on the sinking fund, reverted to the 
revenue fund as heretofore. This plan is feasible, 
and no doubt will carry when next voted on.

Receiver Silas Bent Submits His Report— 
His Compensation. 

Silas Bent, receiver of the St. Louls Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, presented his report to 
Judge Lubke this morning. The report 
embraces the transactions that have taken 
place between March 31, 1883, and 
November 10.

rer this purpose there was received from Circuit 
Clerk Vogel $43.506 47, which, added to the bal- 
ance in the hands ot the receiver, as shown by 
his report oi January 1, 1883. ol $13,255 53, made a 
total of $56,762. Oi this sum §48,6u9 26 bave been 
paid out in dividends upon 2.613 claims, with 
other expenses ordered and approved hy the court. 
Lhis leaves 170 claims upon which the dividend 
has not yet been paid... The receiver states he has 
not been able to reach these claimants. The bal- 
ance in the receiver’s hands, including these un- 
paid dividends. is $8,152 74. The receiver states 
that the ouly other business now left fur him to 
attend to isthe prosecution of certain suits for 
the recovery of money due from individual 
directors to the company. It will probably ve 
fully tweive or eighteeu mouths before these suits 
cau be finally decided by the Supreme Court of 
the State. 

The receiver recommends that the affairs of the 
company be turned Over to the Superintendent of 
the Insurance Departinent. The receiver says: 
“I bada proposition of this Kind prepared tor 
submission to the court some eighteen montis 
ago, but withheld it by advice of couusel T. 
Gault, esq., Who thought ny withdrawal at th: ut 
time might seriously injure the above cases in 
court.” He staves teat nis compensation since 
April 10, 1879 bas never been fixed by the court, 
tough he. has _ from line to time 
during these four years and eight montbs draw 
sums on accouutoft wages amounting inthe ug- 
rregate to $4,606 65, $600 of which was paid tor 
cicrk tire, “auring an interval of siack cierica! 
work, rather than lose a man whvu Was thoroughiy 
acquainted with the affairs of the compauy.” He 
asks that the court fix the amount of his compen- 
sallon.

D, Crawtford & Co.’s, 
JACK LOONEY. 


The Veteran Sporting Man Lying on the 
_ Werge of the Grave. 
- Jack Looney, one of the best known sporting 
men in the country avd for thirty years a con- 
spicuous figure in St. Louis, after several] marvel- 
oils escapes from the grasp of the grim destroyer, 
isat laston his death-bed,and his decease is 
momentarily expected. Looney has gone through 
enough to kill adaozen ordinary men. He has 
been shot and stabbed and beaten and left for 
dead. He survived an operation on an aneurism 
that bad never been successfully performed but 
once before. He fought three desperate prize 
fights and vanquished several of the most famous 
rougb-and-tumble fighters who flourished during 


the fast days of the war. Three timesin seven 
years has he been given up to die,but he recovered 
to bury severai of the sporting friends who had 
watched by bis bedside. Looney bas always been 
aman of good qualities. Asa keeper of dance 
houses, variety shows and saloons he bas done 
nothing to elevate socicty, but as a model of true 
friendship and courage, and with that devotion 
to the © sacredness of his obligation that has 
caused all who ever Knew him to say bis word is 
as good as liis bond, he has not been altogether 
without good qualities. His standing among 
business men has always been good,and his simple 
promise to pay has been taken in preference to 
the “paper” of gentlemen who paid 
thel pew rent regularly. He was for 
an active ana influential politician 

oy reason of his control of the element which 
runs ward meetings. Under the Overstolz admin- 
istration, he wielded considerable influence in 
small matters. He was probably at his zenith as 
a man of influence in local affairs wien Larry 
Harrigan was Cuhief of Police. Looney was born 
in Ireiand in 1830, and is consequently in his fifty- 
third year. He learned the trade of making la- 
dies’ ‘shoes in Dublin. He came to New York 
whena young man, and then went to New Or- 
leans, working at his trade. He came to St. Louis 
in 1855, and two years later went into business 
with Billy Carroll, keeping a saléon and dance 
bail. They remained in business until 167. 
For years Looney Kept a celebrated resort 
for sporting characters on Christy avenue, which 
was known as the Canterbury.This was afterwards 
conver(ed into a variety show Kuown as Looney's 
Vurieties. That place was closed in 1877,since which 


time Looney has engaged in the saloon business. 
The three prize fights in which Looney engaged 
were with Jue Coles and Joe Coburn, meeting the 
latter twice. He has figured as umpire or referee 
in nearly all the noted prize fights of late years, 
and passed through some perilous experiences 
while serving in such capacity. His life has been 
a strange and eventful one, replete with stirring 
sceues.

Assembly last evening the proposition of the 
Laclede Gas Company was preseuted and read at 
length. The important matter was given to the 
public exclusively by the Post-DisPpaTcH last 
evening, and attracted universal attentién. The 
text of the proposition is as follows: 


OFFICE OF THE LACLEDE GASLIGHT Co., 
St. Louis, November 23, 1883. 


To the Municipal Assembly of the City of St. 

Louis: 

I have the honor to inform you, that In order to 
estabiish a uniform price of gas for the entire 
city of St. Louis at the earliest practicable time 
and at the lowest possible cost of production, the 
Board of Directors of the Laclede Gaslight Com- 
pany propose to make an agreement with the 
city in the following terms, viz.: 

First—The Mayor and Comptroller of the city 
shall become ex-officio members of the Board of 
Directors of the company during the time this 
agreement lasts, and as such shall have all the 
powers of any other directers. 

Second—There shall first be reserved and paid 
tothecompany out of its income, provided the 
same reaches that amount, asum notexceeding 8 
per cent per annum on its present capital and in- 
debtedness and on any additions or petterments 
hereafter made to its works and property. 

Third—The remainder of the said income shall 
be paid inte the City Treasury for the Sireet Im- 
provement fund. 

Fourth—The city shall not consent to the use of 
its higuways or public places, or permit any other 
gas company thar this company io occupy same, 
or, so far as its power extends, to light any 
portion of the city witb gas during this agree- 
ment. 

Fiith—A statement of the operations of the 
company under the oaths of its President and 
Secretary shall be made annually to the Munici- 
pal Assembly. 

Sixth—This agreement shall run for twenty 
years, orsuch longer time as the city may de- 
sire. ERASTUS WELLS,

The Gas Companies’ Offers, 
There have been two propositions made by the 
St. Louis Gaslight Company and one from the 
Laclede, since the decision of the Supreme Court 
against the city in 1880, all looking towards an ex- 
tensfon of franchises after 1890, whenthe works 
by law revert tothe city. From the well kept 
archives ot the City Councfl, a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter this Morning secured the following in- 
formation; 

THE FIRST PROPOSITION 

of the St, Louis Gaslight Company was made on 
Marchi, 1881, and was introduced by E. 
Rowse, chairman of the committee appointed to 
confer with the gas company. The ordinance 
authorizing a contract to be entered into by the 
Mayor and Comptroller with the St. Louts Gas- 
ligut Company, cuntained the pro- 
Visions. 
1. The company to accept in full satisfac- 
tlon of alldemands against the city, either of 
judgments or claims, the sum of $900,000 In bonds 
of $1,000, bearing 4 per cent interest, 
2. The St. Louis Gas Company agrees to 
pay into the city treasury at the begiuning of each 
mouth, up to and including January 1, 1890, $17 
per lamptfor eachJamp lighted, and aiso w fur- 
uish gas lo private consumers at not more than 
$225 per 1,000, With the drawbacks as they exist, 
and also to pay into the city treasury at the end 
ol each year2 per cent on the gross receipts of 
the company. 
3. Alter deducting the 2 per cent and necessary 
Operating expenses, hot to exceed 60 per cent of 
Lue gross receipts, including the fuil amount re- 
ceived from the city and private consumers and 
$240,000 ior the use of the company, and the.sum 
Ol $40,000 [or perinapent lmprovements, if any re- 
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seems to have a charter with no territory, and at 
the expiration of the charter of the St. Louis

Students’ Riots in Vienna. 
Vienna Dispatch to the London Standard. 


Prof. Maassen of the Vienna University. 
who was hissed by the students last spring 
for his anti-German speech in the Diet, met 
with the same fate to-day in the splendid 
building on’ the Riugstrasse, which the 
University has just taken session of. In 
the course of his inaugural lecture he re- 
ferred to the “unpleasant events” of last 
term, whereupon some hundreds of the stu- 
dents burst outas before into cries of “pe- 
reat,”’ and cheers for their ‘German’ pro- 
fessors. About 4Wofthem then rose and 
left the hali, but when Dr. Maasenordered 
the doors to be closed they returned and 
forced them open. Regular fighting then 
began between those inside, comprising 
many Czech students, and the Germans out- 
side.

An epigrammatic journalist being asked to 
giveaéure way to make a fortune, answered: 
“Find some general public need and supply 
it.” The answer was sound and good, and 
the story is appropriate here. as it suggests 
the idea that Peale’s Educator bids fair to 
make a fortune for its publisner.

JONATHAN HASKELL, 


End of a Citcus Clown Who Went 
into the Missionary Field. 
From the Courfer-sournal, 


Jonathan Haskell, the Evangelist, who 
created somewhat of a stir here last winter 
by a new religious departure, died yesterday 
morning at 3 v’ciock at a house on East Main 
street, where he had temporarily taken up 
his quarters. No one seemed to know much 
of the man’s history, although it was a some- 
what remarkable one. Early in life he en- 
tered the show business, and, after going 
through the various branches of the life, 
finally became a clownina eircus, and be- 
came quite well known. Two or three years 
ago he determined to give up this life and 
enter the missionary field, working chiefly 
among those whe were members of his form- 
er proiession. In New Orleans he created 
somewhat of a stir by introducing a large 
circus tent, in which he held religious revi- 
vals. He gradually came northward, and 
finally landed in this city, where he began to 
hold services in the Buckingham Theater, 
gaining considerable notoriety, He then in-, 
troduced his tent here and held services in it 
for soma time. , He was at this period editor 
of a curious refigious publication, which he 
called the ‘Railway Age.” He left this city 
some weeks after under a cloud, being, it is 
alleged, implicated in several transactions 
whieh were said to haye been unbecoming in 
a minister, abd a great many people claimed 
that he beat them out of money. 

Seyeral weeks ago he came back to the 

city as quietly as he had gone, but utterly 
broken down in health and spirits and des- 
titute. He precured lodgings on East 
Main street, being accompanied by his 
devoted wife, who bad also assisted him 
in his missionary labors. He was there 
prostrated, and never arose, gradually sink- 
ing, until he finaliy died. His last moments 
were very sad, and his deatn occurred in the 
little puorly furnished room, Where he was 
devoid of almost every comfort. His bedside 
was surrounded by a few pitying Christians 
who, hearing of his condition, Came to assist 
him. 
After death his remains were conveyed to 
Wrvatt’s undertaking establishment, where 
they remained until 7:30 o’clock last night, 
when they were shipped to Nebraska City, 
lowa, at the request of his wife, who ac- 
companied the remains, which will be buried 
there, 

Mr. Haskell was a small and singular- 
looking man, with a pinched, wan face, as if 
he was suffering great bodily pain at all 
times, his deép-sunk. ghostly eyes adding to 
the queerness of IMs expression. His manner 
Was very quick and nervous, and his voice as 
peculiar.as bis appearance.

Peculiatities by Which They Are Dis- 
tinguished from Americans.

The tin pail, as an article of kitchen and 


pantry furniture, is quite unknown in En- 
gland. It is seen only at oil and paint shops 
and never with a cover. Tin-ware and tin- 
peddiers have not there arrived to such per- 
fection as amotg us. Coal with the English 
is always spoken of in the plural as “coals.” 
What we term the “gaiter,”” they catl the 


boot. What we call boots, they call ‘‘Wel- 
lingtons.” A barber-shopis one thing in 
London, a hair-cutting saloon is another and 
separate establishment. The average En- 
glish shave is a brutal performance as com- 
pared with the American. The patient must 
arisé from the straight-backed chair, wash 
his own face and brush his own hair, Lon- 
don newsbeys do not ery their papers—a 
printed placard placed on the walk notifies 
the public, and the boy stands by with his 
stock in trade and seems to ponder over it. 
ENGLISH SHOPS. 

Their “livery stable” sign reads “Cars on 
Hire’’—buggies are unknown. Sv 1s a gen- 
eral assortment of dry goods and groceries 
in one shop. ‘The “haverdasher’’ keeps pins, 
needies, stays, tapes, and all the other 
minutia hecessary foraiady’s outfit. The 
wovlen draper, cloths. Lhe green-grocer 
never goes beyond vegetables, save to deal 
occasionally in coals, ‘The exeeptions to this 
rule are With the co-operative stores, which 
deal in everything. Inthe sale of cooked 
food, there are shops contining themselves 
to hams, corned beef anda few vegetables 
served hot and te be bought from two-penny 
worth upwards, There are small shups mak- 
ing a specialty of eel and kidney pies, Some 
of pea and beef soup. and others cook notvh- 
ing but fried fish. “Crash,” our name for 
coarse toweling, is an unknown term, at 
least in London. Programmes must be 
buught of the theater ushers. Molasses is 
called “treacle” and sold bythe pound. A 
pie is either a “tart” or a “turn-over.”’ 

PUDDINGS AND PIES. 

Their minee pies are pigmies compared 
with ours; only a dab of crust with a few 
mouthfuls inside. Lnever found sauce ac- 
companying the puddings. Indian corn they 
call “‘maize’’ and all grains by the general 
name of *’corn.”’ Ask for Indian or corn- 
neal and they will offer you hominy. Crabs 
and lobsters are retailed at 50 and 75 cents 
each, Clams are not native to the soil. The 
cockle is the nearest approach to it and 
looks like a little pot-bellied hard ciam. The 
cod isthe king of English salt-water fish 
and seidom goes into the poor man’s mouth 
The Yarmouth “‘bioater’’ at its best Is an ev- 
anescent edibie, and at that stage impossibie 
to tramsplapt to America. Forty-eight hours 
is the averagé durativa of its most delicate 
tiavor. ‘hat occurs when it has touched the 
incipient stage of decay. Tue sole 
is the favorite of the London fish 
kitchens, lt resembles sinall-sized 
flounder.

CLEANLINESS. 


Bathhouses are much more plentiful than 
in America and a warm bath and towels are 
within the poor mafi’s reach for four cents. 
These are exeélusi bathhouses and not 
adjuncts of barber shops. ey can accom- 
modate fifty or 100, and afe nd in every 
town. Connected with them are often con- 
veniences for duing the family Washing and 
here fora small change women may bring 
their bundles of linen and are furnished 
with stationary tubs; hot water and conven- 
iences for drying aiso. 


The London omaibus has seats on the top 
and tarpaulins for pecuas passengers ih 
wet weathéer. Each bus éatfries a conduetor 
and driver. You clamber to the top by a 
stationary iron ladder in the rear.

There isa fuller ¢ urch attendance on 
Sunday than with us, The Episcopal church- 
es ona on ef morning are &8 crowded as 
the Catholic churches in Ameriéa.

You learn in Engiand to realize the force 
of the Shakspearean quotation: “Kor the 
rain it raineth every day.”” Meteorological- 
ly the weather is always suggesting that 
strings are at very loose ends in the upper 
regions. It rains ohe day, then ceases and 
seeins to brood for the next over the possi- 
bility of letting down more moistute at any 
moment. Then it will rain hard for two 
hours, stop one and rain the next. This it 
does week in and weék out.. Then the clouds 
will sulk for days. bat look wet aud 
gloomy, but won’t s adrop. What they 
want is to catch you out of doors without 
your umbrella. ou go out time after time 
with that umbrelia and find it a useless in- 
cumbrance. No Englishman goes out with- 
out this umbrella. 

UNPLEASANT WEATHER. 

But the American gets out of patience. So, 
without his umbrella, he at last ventures and 
is caught. An ugly biack mass of cloud 
takes up a position directly over his head. 
The sky here in places does not seem over 
forty-five feet high, These clouds do not 
pour themselves out allatonce. What they 
want is to entice you a long way from home. 
They send down a patter ofa drizzle for a 
minute or two. The drops seem to say: “Oh, 
excuse mé; really did not know vou were 
out without your umbrella, But don’t go 
home, we shall soon be through.” So they-~ 
delude you with the impression that they 
will stop directly, They keep you imbued 
with this idea. until you are well moistened 
and the. all the windows in heaven over 
England are opened andit pours. Just be- 
fule you get home, wet to the skin, and your 
heels churning muddy water out of your 
boots at every step,the shower all once tones 
down into the mildest of drizzies. The clouds 
break away and their red-faced, toperish- 
look English sun breaks through. 

HOSPITALITY. 
You will rarely visit an Engtish household 
with whom you are on friendly terms but 
you are asked to partake of some refresh- 
ment—a g'ass of wine and a biscuit, or if in

Before the eorpse is taken from the 
house, two of the undertakers’ officials in 
black stand before the front door each hold- 
ing anembiem of mourning which suggests 
astraw broom draped with crape. 

TOBACCO USERS.

MR. JONES’ TWO BEARS. 


An Old Hunter’s Fierce Tussle with 
Bruin in the Pennsyivania Woods. 
Kane, Pa., Cor. New York Sun. 

One of the oldest residents of this village 

is Mr. Joseph Jones. He is an eccentric old 
fellow, and spends nearly ali his time with 
his gun. He was 66 this fall. At the age of 
12 he was a crack shot, and but few in this 
vicinity could then beat him. This place 
was then little better than an unbroken 
wilderness, in which roamed thousands of 
deer, bears, panthers and other wild 
animals. Mr. Jones says he has shot and 
killed over 3,500 deer, 325 bears, besides a 
great. many panthers, wildcats, and cata- 
mounts. 
Mr. Jones spends several weeks every fal) in 
a small hut he has builtin the midst of the 
forest, going there justas soon as the law 
permits deer hunting. He had a remarkable 
tussle with a big bear the other day, in 
which he vanquished the beast, but received 
serious injuries himself. 

While crossing @ marsha mile from his 
cabin he discovered footprints of a bear. He 
soon found Bruin’s home in a cave inarocky 
ridge a few hundred feet away, and on a bed 
of leaves were lying two little cabs no big- 
ger than kittens. He had captured the 
prize and was retreating when he encoun- 
terered an immense she bear, the mother of 
the cubs, who had seented the stranger. 

Before Mr. Jones could draw his rifle to 
his shoulder the animal was upon him, and, 
grasping him in her paws, gave him such a 
terrible squeeze that he fainted. when the 
bear, thinking him ‘dead, released her grip. 
He fortunately regained his consciousness 
quickly, and, while the oid bear was playing 
with ner cubs, the plucky hunter drew his 
rifle and shot her in the side. The bullet 
did not strike the animal’s heart, and as the 
brute dashed at him again Jones drew his 
hunting knife, and with one bold stroke 
nearlygsevered the bear’s head from her 
body. Congratulating himself upon his es- 
cape, the hunter picked up the cubs .and 
started homeward. 

He had gone but a short distance, how- 
ever, When he met another bear, the mate 
of the one he had just killed. His rifle was 
unloaded. Unsheathing his clasp knife as 
the beast approached him, he plunged It into 
his throat, but he nad caught him for the 
fatalhug. It wasa struggle for life or 
death, and the brave hunter fought desper- 
ately. During the struggle the pair reached 
the edge of a cliff fully a hundred feet high 
and sloping at an angle of forty-five degrees 
down toa smali creek. As the animal grab- 
bed Jones they slid over the edge of the 
slope and began rolling down. Jones was 
carried with the bear, and every foot of the 
distance traversed added to their velocity. 
When they reached the foot of the slope 
they struck against a tree, killing the bear 
and breaking two oi Jones’s ribs and dis- 
locating his right arm.

A Giant’s Remains in a Mound. 
From the Charleston (W. Va.) Call. 

Prof. Norris, the ethnologist, who has 
been eXamining the mounds in this section 
of West Virginia for sevéral months, the 
other day opened tue big mound on Col. B, 
H. Smjth’s farm, six or sight miles below 
here. ‘his is the largest mound in the val- 
ley and proved a rich store-house. The 
mound is fifty feet high, and they dug down 
to the bottom. It was evidently the burial 
place of a noted chief, who had been in- 
terred with unusual huners. At the bottom 
they found the bones of a huinan being, 
measuring seven feet in length and nineteen 
inches across the “shoulders. He was lying 
flat, and at either side, lying ai an angle of 
about 45 degrees, with their feet pointed 
toward their chief, were Other men, on one 
side two and on the other three. At the 
head of the chief lay another man, with his 
hands extended before him, and veariug two 
bracelets of copper. Un each side of the 
chief’s wrists were six copper bracelets, 
while a looking-glass Of mica lay at his 
shoulder and a gorget of copper rested on 
his breast. Four copper bracelets were un- 
der his head, with an arrow in the center, 
A house twelve féet in diameter and ten feet 
high, with a ridge-pole one foot in diameter, 
had been erected over them, and the whole 
eovered by the dirt that formed the mound. 
Each of the men buried thére had been in- 
closed in a bark evffin.

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CROWDED PARIS. 


Two Million People Living Within a 
Small Area. 


From the London Times. 


The population of Paris has not been aug- 
men at the same rate as that of London, 
but at the last census it exceeded two mil- 
lion, and if we compare the areaof the two 
capitais, we find thesatwo miilion erowded 
into. a smaller space than that. oecupied by 
any similar number of Londoners. A large 
portion of Londun is covered with private 

ardens; the parks of London are large and 
the squares numerous, In Paris there ate 
very few private gardens left. There ate 
three parks within the city—those of Mou- 
ceau, Montsouris and Chaumont, but the Jast 
hained, which is the largest, does not exceed 
sixty-two aéres, and the three together only 
measure 130 acres. The publi¢ gardens of 
the Tuileries, Paiais Royal, Luxembourg. 
the Esplanade of the Invatides, and eight 
small squares complete the breathing spaces 
of the city, occupying in the aggregate less 
ground than the St. James’s and Green 
parks, though to them must be added the 
Avenue des Champs Elysees, which, if it 
does nst otfer the same resources for recrea- 
tion as a London park, is a favorite walk. 
Almost all the parks and gardens of Paris 
are iInere walks,and if the Parisian wants a 
place where he can run or stretch himself 
on the grass he must go to the Beis de LBon- 
logne or that of Vincennes, the .one four 
miles, and the other five frown the center of 
the city. The evils of overcrowllifig are 
therefore, already felt in many Ways, anc 
they are likely before long to be felt in other 
ways more severely than in London. Addi- 
tiunal open spaces and a better class of 
dweliings for the poor will eventually be 
provided in the.heart of London by cutting 
broad avenues through existing slums and 
erecting houses of six stories on sitee 
at present coveréd by houses 
two, or three floors; but in Paris ever acrs 
on which tall houses could be built has been 
utilized, and inhabitants continue to accu- 
mulate in these howses, because so as 
the fortifications of Paris are maintained 
workingmen will find it inconvenient to live 
outside the city Walls, 

The octrovi is the’ great bar to extra-mural 
residence. Nearly every article of food en- 
teriug Paris has to pay duty, so that people 
who pass the oetrui with parcels have to ex- 
hibit their contents, and under such circum- 
stances trains full of workmen carrying 
their baskets of tools and dinners could not 
steam rapidly to their desvinations as they 
do in London. If the civic authorities let 
workmen pass the octroi pwithout an inspec- 
tion of their baskets, a wholesale smuguling 
of wine and spirits would commence: if, on 
the other hand, the baskets were all exam- 
ined, the delay, confusion, and strife would 
be endless.

American Wives.

Joseph F. Potter, our Consn) at Crefeld, 
»Gerinany, has been making investigations in 
regard to a matter of great interest to our 
fair country-women, and the result of his 
labors is to be found ina report full of in- 
formation of the most vital interest. He has 
been iaguiring into the results of marriages 
between American girls and German nobles, 
and what he tells us is most startling. 

In thirty-three marriages cited there has 
not only not been a singie happy union, but 
either a divorcee or abandonment has speedily 
followed the wedding, He finds the reason 
for this unhappy state of affairs to be that 
the Ainericau wives have in every instance 
been brutally treated, and in some cases ab- 
solute violence has been used. The brides 
were expected to perform the most menial 
Offices. In one instance, the husband, who 
is an officer of rank in the German army, de- 
mauded that his wife perform the service 
usuaily expected from a servant of the hum- 
blest sort, and one of the things she was om 
dered to do was to superintend the cleaning of 
his bvots, This ladywas the daughter of a 
leading railroad magnate in a Western 
State, and the story she tells is a most pitia- 
ble one. 

_Her hard-headed father took the preceau- 
tion at her marriage to settle his daughter’s 
fortune upon her, and tied it up in sucha 
way that she could not relinquish its control 
even if she desired to do so. After many 
humiliating tasks had been given this lady, 
the boot-cleaning was required. Then she 
rebelled, She drew tne line there, and with 
her American bieod atthe boiling point she 
flatly refused. Her warrior husband, who, 
besides his military rank, had the title of 
Count, attempted to enforce discipline in his 
family-by using nis riding whip upon his re. 
calcitrant bride, and after a serious time of 
it she evaded the flogging and left the bed 
and board of the knightly Uhian for her nat. 
ive land; Her husband could not prevent 
her departure, but tried to compel the pay- 
ment of a certain sum of money by way of 
salve to the wounds his seusibility received 
by her abrupt departure.

Mrs. Dielmann’s Strange Revelation—

After the birth of the child August persuad- 
ed her tomarry his brother, and promised 
to leave acl lig property tw their son at his 
death. She married George to. piease his 
brother, and the secret of the birth of the il- 
legitimate child has been kept sacred untt! 
the fillog of the suitin court. The ehild in 
question is now a young man 23 years of age, 
and is book-keeper for a large importing 
house. He is highiy spokenot by his em- 
ployers, and it is said he was to have mar- 
ried a popuiar young society lady on ‘hanks- 
giving Day, 20th inst Owing to the devel- 
opments of the past few days the marriage 
has been postponed by the young lady’s pa- 
rents, The greatest interest is manifested 
In the case, and further developments are 
looked forward to with interest: The Diei- 
mann family have always stood high, and 
Mrs. Dieimann’s character has never been 
questioned. They are possessed of means and 
inove in good society.

A MYSTIC FIGURE. 


An Austrian View of the Present Czar 
of Russia. 
From the Nene Frele Presse. 

A peculiar fate seems t6 brood over the im- 
perial residences in the neighborhoud of St. 
Petersburg. Nearly all of tnem, from 
Oranienbaum to Peternof, have a dark his- 
tory anda somber appearance. The sea as 
Seen from their’ balconies, the woods in 
which they stand, the plain on which their 
»tuwers look down—everything is melanchvuly, 
not made for cheerful, energetic human be- 
ings, but for gloomy recluses, At one time, 
when Alexander Alexandrovitch resided, as 
heir apparent, in the Anitchkoff palace, he 
sought fer popularity with youthful zeal, 
but all that seems to be past. The burden of 
the crown keeps down his energies, and tise 
fear of a revolution banishes him from soci- 
ety. Nobody knows what he wants, and 
perhaps he doesnot know himself. Two 
years and a half be has now held the scep- 
ter; six monthsago he was crowned; and 
yet, sptaking of Russia we might almost be 
persuaded to imitate the Emperor Nicholas 
when he spoke about France. As if there 
were no king at Paris, Nicholas never 
mentioned Louis Philippe, but spoke only 
of his ministers. Giers and Tolstoi are 
known well enough, Vannoffski and Bunge 
likewise, but of the absolute monarch, 
whose councellurs they are, scareely any- 
thing is heard, and this is the reason why 
Europe is in a state of depressing uncertain- 
ty, and possessed by aconstant distrust about 

ussia. * * * Since the coronation noth- 
ing has changed; the remembrance of it 
gives rise to thoughts of no reform, and no 
higher will has attempted to bring light into 
Russia’s situation among European powers. 
Tne Emperor went to Copenhagen, and op- 
timists accompanied the journey with the 
hope that at the court of his father-ih-law 
he would learn to know that a constitutionai 
monarch lives happier and safer than an ab- 
sgiute ruler whese people vivientiy demand 
reform. The heart of uptimism ts large as 
the world, but its brains are small asa nut- 
shell. In Russia little is expected; too many 
disappointments have been expertenced for 
any hope to remain alive, But it is just this 
duil dreaminess, without Wish and without 
complaint, which is fatal t) the Russian nha- 
tign; it favors nihilistic plans and conspira- 
cies which are only excluded from among 
the pulice. Whatever in@ty have been the 
ideal of Alexander Ll, it Was aiways clear 
what he wanted, and what might be ‘x- 
pected. Alexander III, however, is a mystic 
figure to the Russian people—a masked form, 
which now and then appears for ove short 
inoment, then disappears in the darkness of 
aremote residence, dificuit of access, and 
invisible tu the outside world.

A YOUNG COLORED PAINTER, 


Uneducated in the Art He Struggles 
Along and Achieves Sucte’s, 
From the New York World. 


The house No. 139 West Thirty-second 
street isa neat four-story brick house, in 
front of the parlor windows of Which rats a 
flower-covered veranda. Flowers of vari- 
egated colors bloom in the windows in front 
of artistically-colored curtains. Yesterday 
a young colored man, Frank F. Barnes, was 
sitting in the neat front parlor of the house. 
On the walls pretty landscapes were hatig- 
ing, and about the rooms were many statu- 
ettes. Mr. Barnes was touching up 4& pict- 
ure of an ola Southern plantation, The 
house of the pronriete” ‘stood on a kno! 
green, and before and behind stretched fields 
of white, in which a thousand datkles Were 
busy. ‘Lhe artist was busy ata little whfte- 
washed cottage among a number of others. 

“it’s no.use,”’ he said wearily, after a fre- 
porter of the World had watched him for a 
time. “I cau’t make the old house look just 
as it used to be. I have been at it two days 
now, but it doesn’t look just as it did when I 
need, to come home after a swim or bird-hest- 
ng. 

ihe picture was very pretty asit waa, and 
the reporter hastened to assure the artist of 
the fact. “Yes,” he replied, “it’s pretty 
good, but it is not the old house.”’ 

Mr. Barnes, as the reporter soon discov- 
ered, was a very weil educated negro, and an 
adept with the brush. AJl the pictures hang- 
ing on the walls, little girls in pinafores, 
cows, fields and horses, were ali drawn or 
painted by him. 

The colored artist is only twenty-four 
years old, abd makes sometimes $100 4 Week 
at his profession.

Anvther 
picture which the artist took pride in was a 
stout, ruddy-faced little girl, with heavy 
brown bangs hanging over ier forehead and 
a white fimy covering thrown across her 
shoulders. This was the little daugiiter of 
Anuie Minton, the actress. “I can paint 
any number of these in a week,” he said, 
Rint it gives me a very confortable _liv- 
ng. : 
oir. Barnes unlocked a bookcase, and land- 
seapes, ofd houses, and enouzh beautiful 
things to fill two studios were revealed. “I 
did most of that work,” he explained, “when 
I was an office boy in Philadeiphia. Here 
are ny latest works,” he said, tumbling out 
a number of society ladies in red and white, 
and well-known business menu.

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FARM AND FACTORY. 
Relations Existing Between Them 


as Illustrated in Southeast- 
ern Kansas. 


Parsons, Kansas, as a Manufacturing Center 
—Products—Imports, Exports and 
Mercantile Life. 


Special Correspendence of the Post-Dispatch. 
PARSONS, KAN., November 20.—The wonderful 
progress and prosperity of the State of Kansas— 
her steady but uniform development—her onward 
and upward march to prominence—has been s0 
marked as to attract the attention of thousands 
of agriculiurists of the overcrowded East to her 
remarkable fertility, and in that manner hastened 
the day—which has dawned—the day of pre-emi- 
nence in the ranks of corn and wheat producing 


regions. 

The State, as a whole, has been giving so much 

attention to ber resources in stock and grain, that 
other eminent attributes of prosperity have been 
forthe time being overlooked, and it is. only 
within the last few years that the citizens have 
awakened to the fact that many Classes of manu- 
ractured articles could be produced within the 
Siate, 
« Few people stop to think of the intimate rem- 
tions which ought to exist between the farm and 
the factory. he farmerisa producer and con- 
sumer, the manufacturer is the middle-man or 
manipulator. The farmer grows the wheat, sells 
it, and buys it again in flour at 300 per cent ad- 
vance. He sells corn by the car and buys starch 
and hominy by the pound. He exports hogs at 
$4 to $4 50, and buys bacon, ham and sides 
at $12 to $17 ver hundred. He raises sweet 
corn and tomatoes, which, in their fruition, are 
Loo low in city markets to pay express charges, 
aud buys canned goods at high prices. He makes 
and ships butter, which sells at from 10 to 18 
cents per pound, when a creamery would pay him 
a8 Inuch for his cream, and be able to sell from 
ZS to B2 cents, and at times much higher. Thus 
we might continue ad infinitum, for the fact Is 
patent that what we produce at a cost of $1, wejfship 
io some Eastern manulactory,then import the com- 
modity in its redneed form and repurchase at 
from S35 to $4 for $1.

NEw YorK, November 16.—The collection of 
Whistler etchings om Broadway is attracting 
much interest. The roomin which they are ex- 
hibited is decorated in exact imitation of Mr. 
Whistler’s studio in South Kensington. The pre- 
vailing color is lemon. The walls are hung with 
white felt, finished with solid vellow frieze. The 
mantel, covered with plush of. the sanije bilious 
tints, supports two yellow “crackle” vases of «s- 
thetic outline. Upon one wall, close to the ceil- 
ing, is stretched two yards of lemon velvet, bear- 
ing the Whistler crest. -The divan is 
upholstered after the prevailing color, 
which is also that of the small chairs 
and tables. One plain, four-legged wooden 


stool, of most uncompronnising tint, elicited much 
unkind comment. A small photograph of the 
famous painter, picturesquely gotten up in full 
artist rig, occupies a prominent position. The 
features are Clear cut ana coid, and one looks in 
vain for the dreamy artistic expression. 
deed, when the etchings are regarded: do the 
prices attached betray any poeiic indifference to 
the value of money, but a most practical appreci- 
ation of it. 

The etchings, perhaps eighty in number, are 
for the most part very small, all- framed alike in 
immense white mats and severely plain white 
wood frames. Over the mantel hangs the famous
